With British advanced troops 
seven-and-a-half miles ahead of the 
line from Na they began their 
offensive on Tuesday, Field-Marshal 
Montgomery's spokesman stated last 
night, according to Reuter: “ The 
attack is going fairly fast and will 
continue to do so because there is 
nothing to stop it.” 

But though there has been a 
general all-along-the-line advance of 
2,000 yards, the spokesman’ depre- 
cated any suggestion that this new 
push was a “ massive assault” or a 
“mighty offensive.” There was no 
question of it being a “ Berlin break- 
through” or anything approaching 
it. It was, he asserted, a steady 
push through “dirty” country 
designed to clear out the last 
German “ pocket ” west of the Maas 
and get the ground clear for future 
operations. 

Little resistance has been encoun- 
tered by the British, who last night 
were “on the edge” of Grathem 
which lies only two and a half 
miles from the -Maas. According 
to the German News Agency, the 
British are using six divisions—two 
of them tank divisions. 

Great belts consisting of thousands 
of “shoe” mines, as well as a few 
sporadic bursts of gunfire, consti-

Next Month? 


EALING with the basic 
problems confronting the Allies 
and Germany in the European war, 
our Military Correspondent writes: 
For the Allies a speedy end to 
the war is required; although they 
are capable of carrying it on for 
whatever time is necessary, various 
reasons demand its finish in as 
short a time as possible. For the 
Germans a stubborn resistance and 
consequent prolongation of hostili- 
ties has become a vital necessity. 

With these as the controlling con- 
ditions and with the initiative in 
Allied hands, the greatest strain that 
can be imposed on the Germans is 
one where several widely separated 
fronts are in action at the same time, 
straining to the maximum the 
German reserve distribution and 
their transport and supply system. 

With the Western front resuming 
activity, interest shifts to the East, 
where the East Prussian and Polish 
sectors have been quiet since the 
failure of the last Russian offensive 
against East Prussia. If co-ordina- 
tion is to be achieved, a renewal of 
Russian pressure becomes necessary 
in the next few weeks, and here it 
should be noted that December has 
hitherto seen the commencement of 
previous Russian winter offensives, 
the -ground then being sufficiently 
hard for the mass employment of 
armoured vehicles. 

After the lull of the last few 
weeks, December should see the 
application of co-ordinated Allied 
pressure if it is desired to obtain 
a decision within a reasonable time 
and if no. extraneous influences are 
permitted to affect the military

Government has decided to apply 
the fullest pressure at the point 
where the resistance is least 
strong. 

A circular issued by the Depart- 
ment of Education ‘not long ago 
seems to have been the declara- 
tion of war. It stated that, in any 
centre where it was shown that 
at least two-thirds of the voca- 
tional students were capable of 
assimilating - instruction through 
Irish, the instruction should be 
mainly “through the medium.” 
“The remaining students,” added 
the circular, “if any, can be déalt 
with..in the same manner as back- 
ward students are dealt with in all 
classes.” In other words, if eight 
students in a class of twelve are 
capable of assimilating instruction 
through Irish, the instruction 
shall be given in that language, 
and the remaining four students 
shall be treated as if they were 
mentally deficient. This, un- 
doubtedly, is the “ steam-roller” 
method. Mr. Derrig, replying to 
the storm of criticism in the Dail, 
remarked that progress in Irish 
in the primary and secondary 
schools had been satisfactory, but 
“vocational schools were rather 
slow in getting into line.” His 
method of bringing them into 
line, apparently, is to bring about 
the mental asphyxiation of the 
useless one-third which cannot 
take its instruction through Irish. 
That this action may deprive the 
State of four scientific farmers, or 
four motor engineers, or four 
cooks, in every twelve appears to 


cause him little concern, It is 
more important that the educa- 
tional machine. shall produce Irish 


speakers than that it shall produce 


farmers, engineers or cooks.

SCHOOL MEALS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sir,—It is to be hoped that the 
appeal made by members of the 
Irish Save-the-Children Fund for hot 
meals for school children will be 
conceded. The conditions under 
which the infants at certain schools 
take their refreshments during this 
petrifying weather are uncivilised. 

The infants are forced to sit on 
benches in an open yard. Their 
tiny hands are so stiff with the cold 
that often they are unable to balance 
the tin mugs of cold milk which are 
distributed to wash down their sand- 
wiches. The meal is not given in 
the morning, as one might imagine, 
but at a quarter to two, immediately 
after the children return from their 
homes, where, presumably, even the 
poorest obtain some nourishment.
